Sr. Louis, April 22.— The Times will publish 

to-morrow some statements made to one of its 

reporters by Sergt. George Prender, in charge 
of the Signal Service station here, be 


fore he left for Washington fast night, 
where he will testify before the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures of the Treasury 


Department. Prender was Pubho Debt State- 
ment Clerk in the Treasury Department under 
Secretary McCulloch, and bis statements are to 
the effect that while se engaged he discovered 
great frands were practiced upon the Govern- 
ment; that each public debt statement reported 


movey in the Treasury that was not 
on hand, while the Goveroment was 
paving 3 per cent for money to 


meet temporary necessities. He also discovered 
that huodreds of thousands of dollars of Gov. 
ernment money was placed in the hands of 
confederates outside the Department, who 
loaned it back to the Government as individual 
funds, and drew imterest on it. While pur- 
suing these investigations, Prender was 
informed by a clerk in the Redemptiou 
Dureau named Richardson that immense 
frands were being perpetrated in that 
bureau; that fortunes were being made by re- 
porting money destroyed which was preserved; 
that only one-half the money turned over for de- 
struction was actually destroyed, the other balf 
being divided among the perpetrators of the 
frand. Prender re these facta to Gen. 
Spinner, who was Treasurer at the time, but the 
latter declined to investigate them, saying he 
did not believe frauds were — practiced. 

In March, 1869, a Congressional Retrench- 
ment Committee was examining alleged frauds 
in the Treasury Printiog Department. Prendér 
„out to Mr. Edmunds, of Vermont, whe was 
Chairman of this Commi aod laid all the 
facts before him, aud ask an investigation. 
Mr. Edmunds replied that the time of the Com- 
mnittee was too short to warrant an extended ex- 
amination, and nothing was done. 

After Mr. Boutwell became of the 
Treasury, Prender, who at that time had retired 
from the Treasury Depattmentz in formed him of 
the discoveries he had made while clerk in the 
Department, aud the Secretary promised to in- 
vestigate the matter. Shortly after this a mae 
named Fox, who had also been a clerk in the 
Redemption Bureau, called on Prender and 
stated he had been appointed a detective 
by Secretary Boutweil te work up these frauds, 
and wanted all the papers aud evidence he had 
in bie possession, Preader declined to give 
them up, except on an order from Boutwell, 
Fox left, but returned in a little while with a let-

From Mr. Oscar Lennox Misch, who has just 
returned from a six months’ tour threugh Mex- 
ioo, Central America, and the South, s TRInurxe 
reporter has gathered the following interesting 
facts concerning affairs in our neighboring Re- 
public, Mexico. Mr. Misch, though absent on a 
tour of health and pleasure, possessed official 
and social privileges which permitted bim to gu 
a more than ordinary insight into the political, 
commercial, and social affairs of the countries 
visited. The narrative of Mr. Misch u repro- 
duced as nearly as possible. 

When first entering Mexico, in November. 
1875, at Vera Cruz, 

THE COMMERCIAL/AND POLITICAL OUTLOOK 
was comparatively clea, and the port of Vera 
Cruz was the scene of much activity. No Mem- 
can iu avy way or shape identified with the rul- 
ing power would have dared to admit even the 
possibility of a revolution serious enough to be 
considered worth the interference of the Admin- 
istration. As I went North a few days later from 
Vera Cruz by the rajlroad which connects that city 
with Mexico, opinions regarding the political 
outlook became more guarded, and sbouiders 
were occasionally shrugged whea the name of 
Porfirio Diaz and Lerdo de Tejado were men- 
tioned in common. This was on the line of the 
railroad whose trains are couvyed by com- 
panies of Mexican soldiers to protect 
them from the attacks of bandits. Of 
the line of the railroad, when the “™ Hefe 
Poliuco Provincial Fouche could not super vise 
personally the politics of his subjects, I found 
the name of Diaz te be a tower of ‘strength. 
In Oaxaco, the birthplace of Juarez as well as 
of Diaz, the smoldering enthusiasm for Diaz 
and Catholicy was more than evident. Outside 
of this Province, which on account of its fertility 
is a very prominent one iu the confederation of 
twenty-seven States and one Territory which 
comprise the Republic of Mexico, with its 743,- 
48 esquere miles of aren and 9,345,000 


inhabitants, Diss was even a6 early 
as last November, fomenting revolu- 
tions, and 8 successful bad he been 


in his endeavors that the Administration bad 
sent all ite available troops and such Generale 
as Kacobedo and (Corelle to suppress them, but 
without success. Dey after day, 
NEW FPRONUNCIAMEN TOS, 
which are nothing lese than reserving to one's 
rolf the right to oppose with force of arma the 
existing Government, aud rob less muscular 
men or political opponents, appeared in l’rov- 
indes remote from the Capital, and while in the 
City of Mexico no newspaper would dare to ad- 
mlt oven the existence of a ferment, members 
ef the Mexican Congrosg were shot while travel- 
ing from Queretaro te take their sea te in the Ne- 
tional Counell ; aad yet the Government took no 
oficial motice thereof, and the newspapers kept 
perfectly salient om the subject. The Cathoile 
party in Mexico, headed by Archbishop Labas- 
tide, a shrewd observer of passing events, is 
THE SPONSOR OF THIS DIAZ MOVEMENT, 
and looks upon all the success of those revolu- 
tons as the success of Catholicity. Gen. Dias. 
in personal conversation, disclaimed any inten- 
tion of lending bis services to rebuild the for- 
tunes of the Chureh; yet hie admitting that his 
mometary sesistance came mainly from Catholic 
sources, and the fact that the Catholic clergy 
consider him im the light of @ favorite som, show 
that all his protestations are simply political 
capital for use in liberal communities, The 
clergy rule the Indians and negroes, who com- 
prise eight-nioths of the population of the Prov- 
inces of Mexico, and where the clergy is strong- 
ost the Diaz movement is in greatest bloom. 
DIAZ 

is an insignificant-tooking man, who does not show 
any of the scare he has received in battle, for 
he has been one of the most successful of Mex- 
ieo’s Generals, Like Santa Aona, whom I visited 
at his home in the Calle Zuleata ia Mexico, he 
is brave and intrepid, bu, unlike him, be is 
neither barbarous nor viodictive. Hus plurality 
in the elections of 1868 over the present Presi- 
dere Lerde de Tejado, was very large, yet 
as long as Juarez, who was elected: then, 
was President, be was oo the most friendly 
terms with his Administration and continued 
so until Juarez’ death, Then Lerdo, the present 
Executive, at that time Chief-! ustice, and at the 
same time, under Mexican laws, \ice-President 
of the Republic, came into the Jl residential 
chair, and by use of the execn'ive power easily 
caused his own re election m 1872. 

MEXICAN ELECTIONS. 

That this is very easy to accomplish will be 
seen. In Puebla, Governor Varzgos-Romero de- 
sired the success of a certain mau for high office. 
Tue law deciares the first six men who on elec 
tion morning shall enter the house where the 
election is ordered to be held shall be the 
jadges of the election. On this particular 
occasion Governor Vargos simply concealed im 
advance especial friends on the places of holding 
the polls. Naturally the Governor's friend was 
triumphantly elected to ome of the highest posi- 
tious in the great State of Puebla. Yet the 
Hefe Political and Governor Vargos, who re- 
co ved mein his boadoir in special audience ia 
his pightgowa, spoke to me of the purity of 
the baillot-box. Mexican Governors have vast 
powers. 

DIAZ CLAIMS 
that a fair election in a contest between himself 
and Lerdo would be out of the question, and he 
is taking a, to him, rather weli-known way of 
forcing bis desires. A few vears ago, he started 
a revolution against this same Exécutive, and 
so successful was he that not many days after 
its inauguration he had taken ail the inter- 
vening country and stood at Chepultepec, 
the old castle which overlooks Mexico City, 
and was ready to take Mexico itself. Had he 
advanced at once, the present revolution would 
have been avoided, for Lerdo and his Cabinet 
baa flo end the people of Mexico would have 
received him joyfally. He did not, however, 
know of Lerdo’s flight, and detayed his entree 
till next day. It was then too late. Troops had 
mean nb le arrived, and Diaz was forced to retire 
and leave the country in hot baste. Since then, 
though be bas returned uomolested to Mexico, 
he has kept quiet. He pretends that his idea is

Were it not 
for his love of exaggeration and his perfect oou- 
tempt for everything not Mexican, whica is pain- 
ly conscious in his manner, he might vie with 
the French in the vivacity and attractiveness of 
his society. 

TSE CLIMATE OF MEXICO IS VERY VARIED. 
Commencing at Vera Cruz, where the heat is 
intolerable, we ually ascend the mountains 
and find at rdoba avd Orizaba, in the 
Terra Templedo, a climate that is in 
every way delicious and invigorating. The 
mode and manner of living here is very simple, 
and, foran American, rather unpleasant, As- 
cending further to Mexico City, which is about 
9.000 feet abova Vera Cruz, we find the climate 
very changeable. The nights necessitate bian- 
kets, and the days very light clothing, while the 

r drainage of the city, and the miasmas of 
5 surrounding lakes, make Mexico a very un- 
healthy place of residence. Physicians do 
wrong to send patients to Mexico, forin all my 
conversations with the medical fraternity, none 
of the prominent ones advocated Mexico City as 
a resort for health, and outside of Mexico City. 
or Puebla, or Vera Cruz, the chances of obtain- 
ing either pleasant lodgings or acceptable food is 
very scarce; besides subjecting oneself to the 
chance of meeting pronouciamentos when least 
expected. 

The Provinces of Coahuila and Taumaulipas 
are the latest that have declared for Diaz, and 
prononciatas bere flourish extensively. Diaz 
bas pow more than one-half of Mexico in his fa- 
vor, aud there is little doubt that, with the

Mr. He-ing answered the question by asking a 
dozen, among which was whether the Times had not 
also made many charges. He cited, for instance, 
that the 7imeese had accused him of receiving $5,000 
from FPeriolat for the influence of his pa in 
the purchase of a lot for the County Hosp on 
Ashland avenue; that the question came before the jury 
and some one had sworn all the papers of the city 
had received the same amount. He had never received 
any such amount or any other sum, and could speak 
for himself and his paper, but not for the Mmes or Mr. 

Mr. Hesing continued in the 
recitation of the charges Mr, Storey had made 
him, and referred to the matter of the Aux Sable 
stone quarries in which he had been accused of hav- 
ing an interest.

Now, I am thoroughly m favor of abolishing 
towuship organization, provided it can 
be dope whhout going from bad to 
worse, or jumping from tbe pan 
into the fire. The system contemplated by our 
statates for counties not under township organi- 
zation is fitted for a sparsely p pulated county, 
and wholly uufitted for a county like Cook, and, 
while we admit that township organization is 
fis for North, South, and West Chicago, we must 
admit that itis suited to the county towns 
of this county, and u seems to me that 
our oniv effective remedy is to by some 
means abolish it in those three towns, and re- 
tain it iu the county towns, but this cannot be 
done under and by our present statutes ; it must 
by them be done in the whole county or not at

Sec. 87 of chap. 139 contains a plan for unit- 
ing two contiguous towns.

It appears by a Washington dispatch that

This sudden outburst of sentimentality 
tender-heartedness looks suspicious, to sa 
the least. 


Secretary Barstow, as custodian of the val- 
uable records of the Treasury Department, 
has a proper estimate of the importance of 
that trust. Like Postmaster General-—Jrwz11, 
he has not the most implicit faith in the 
wolfish investigators and their followers who 
hang around and occasionally steal into the 
various departments, and the latter has so in- 
timated to a committee of the House. In 
answer to an application for certain 
important documents, the Secretary very 
politely, but firmly, told the Committee 
that they could have copies of the papers 
specified, and that the Committee could ex- 
amine the origifals in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, but that the latter could not be taken 
out of the Treasury building. What the 
Committee will do after putting these two 
answers in their pipes and analyzing the 
ashes, remains to be seen. 


If a bountiful Providence, with the co-op- 
eration of Old Probabilities” in Washing- 
ton, and the permission of Prof. Tron in St. 
Louis, will only bless us for a few days with 
such glorious spring weather as gladdened the 
hearts of the community yesterday, there will 
be a speedy recovery from the depression 
which all branches of trade have felt for 
some weeks past. The winter has been a 
trying one, notwithstanding the absence of 
severe cold weather, for it has been long 
drawn out, and run over into the spring-time, 
leaving the Country roads in such a condition 
as to make it impossible for the farmers to 
get their produce to the markets. This, in 
turn, has affected the business of the towns 
and cities. But a few days more of sunshine 
“like that of yesterday will dry up the roads 
and set the machinery of commerce working 
as usual. The long faces and blank despair 
of the merchants turned into a broad smile 
under the rays of the sun and at the first 
sight of green grass and budding trees, and 
the general good nature will relieve people to 
some extent of the chronic complaint of hard 
times which everybody has dwelt upon; a 
more genial liberality on all sides will im- 
prove business of every kind; and improved 
business will in turn promote liberality and 
confidence. 

THE ELECTION OF MAYOR. 

The genoral interest in the recent election 
has been increased by the certainty that the 
new Council will have a large majority of re- 
spectable business-men. This certainty has 
intensified the desire that the head of the 
City Government shall be in harmony with 
the Common Council, that the city may be 
rescued from ite present helpless condition 
of financial distress. There is a universal 
wish that the present Acting-Mayor may be 

if there be any legal method of so 
doing. Tho attitude of that question stands 
at present as follows: 

Mr. Corvm was elected Mayor in Novem- 
ber, 1873, to serve two years. In April, 1875, 
the new charter was adopted, repealing the 
one under which Corl wum was elected. The 
Constitution provides that No law shall be 
passed [by the Legislature] which shall operate 
to extend the term of any public officer 
after his election or appointment.” The new 
charter contains the following provisions: 

1. The chief executive officer of a city shall be « 
Mayor, whe shallbe . . . and hold his office for 
two years aad until his successor is elected and qual 
ified. 

2. Whenever a vacancy shall happen tm the office of 
the Mayor, when the unexpired term shall be one year 
or over from the date whem the vacancy urs, it 
aball ve filled by an election. 

3. Ifthe vacancy is less than one year the City 
Council shall elect one of its members to act as Mayor. 

4 Ageneral election for city officers shall be held 
on the third Tuesday in April of each year. 

8. At the general election held in 1873, end biennial- 
ly thereafter, a Mayor shall be elected in each city. 

6... If a majority ef the votes cast at such 
election [on the adoption of the charter) shal) be for 
such organizations under general lew, such city shall 
thenceforth be deemed to be organized under this act. 
And the city officers then in office shall thereupon 
exercise the powers conferred upon like officers in this 
act, until their successors shall be elected and qualified. 

This is the law governing this question. 
Did the adoption of the new charter oper- 
ate to extend the term of the Mayor beyond 
the term for which he was elected? Did it 
extend the term of the Mayor beyond the 
next general election in April, 1876? Did 
it extend it to April, 1877? If so, what be- 
comes of the prohibition of the Constitu- 
tion ? 

Did Cor vm's legal term expire in December, 
1875, leaving the office vacant to be filled by 
special election, or at the next regular election 
in April, 1876? Was there a legal vacancy 
in the office at the time of the recent eleo- 
tion? If there were such a legal vacancy, 
then it is claimed—and we have no doubt cor- 
rectly—that the failure of the Common Coun- 
cil to call a special election, or the refusal of 
the Common Council to canvass the vote to 
fill such vacancy, cannot not vitiate or defeat 
an election actually held on the day and at 
the places provided by law. 

At the recent election nearly 40,000 per- 
sons voted for Mr. Tuomas Horns for Mayor, 
and, on the assumption that there was a legal 
vacancy then existing, his friends claim that 
he was elected Mayor to fill out the term end- 
ing in April, 1877. 

On the other hand, there are those who 
claim that the new Common Council can elect 
one of their own number Mayor, the vacancy 
im May being for less than a year, and the 
new Council will certainly de this unless 
it be determined that they have no such 


| people of all parties might express their rep- 
robation of Coxvin's usurpation, and their 
wish for a change.

Mr. Horne would doubtless regard 
it as a personal calamity to be compelled 
to act as Mayor, and will unquestionably oo- 
operate with the friends of good government 
in all measures that will expedite the change. 
It will be noticed that the title of Mr. Hornz 
to the office, and the title ef the person to 
be chosen by the Council, must both rest 
upon the assumption that there was a legal 
vacancy. Now, it has been suggested that 
Mr. Horne at the proper time take the oath 
of office as Mayor, and that he then resign 
the office,—thus relieving the person elected 
of the counter-claim that the vacancy was 
filled by the popular election, and transfer- 
ring to that person whatever legal force 
there may be in such claim. The Mayor 
elected by the Council will then represent 
the united opposition to Col vm, and such 
Mayor will hold all the title which rests on 
the assumption that a legal vacancy existed. 
A triangular fight for the office would add to 
the complications of the case, and would 
have the effect of strengthening Cotvim's 
usurpation, dividing the friends of good or- 
der, and tend to further embarrass the city, 
while a union of the anti-Colvinites, it be- 
ing no party question, would render the con- 
tinuation of the usurpation extremely haz- 
ardous. 

THE COUNTY BOARD AND THE COURT- 

HOUSE. 

Public attention is again attracted to the 
Board of County Commissioners by the in- 
vestigation pending before the Grand Jury. 
There is now a fair prospect that, in select- 
ing Mr. Storey as a juryman, as a sort of 
joke on the old man,” the official rascals 
around the County Building have caught a 
Tartar.” He seems determined to take 
it au sericuz, and, from all accounts, 
will arrive more nearly at the “ true 
inwardness of the official iniquity that 
has been going on than any 
predecessors. In all this the Foreman may 
confidently rely upon the active sympathy of 
the people of Chicago and Cook County, and, 
if he can succeed in making an exposure of 
official scoundrelism that will lead to its pun- 
ishment, he will do much to atone for some 
of the reprehensible things which the public 
has reason to lay up against him. Efficient 
service as the Foreman of the Grand Jury 
will be permitted to offset some of his 
shortcomings and offenses asan editor. In 
his new role, Mr. Strorgey:should receive the 
support and assistance of every one who can 
contribute to throw light upon the villainous 
transactions connected with the administra- 
tion of county affairs. It is to be hoped that 
there may be such evidence before the Grand 
Jury as will warrant the finding of true bills 
against those who have been engaged in 
bribe-taking and swindling the public; but, 
in any event, it is expected that the Grand 
Jury will make such a report of the evidence 
as will impre@s upon the people of Cook 
County the necessity for cleansing the County 
Board and its collateral departments. 

It has been notorious for two or three 
years that the County Board has been con- 
trolled by corrupt influences. There have 
been a good many bad and reckless men in- 
side the Board, but there have been a good 


outskirts and using their professed influence 
with the Board to facilitate their blackmailing 
schemes. Among these hangers-on the most 
conspicuous and shameless is the man named 
Peniorat. He has made it his business 
either to take for himself all the contracts 
the Board had to dispose of, or to dictate 
where they were to be let and on what terms. 
There seems to be evidence enough, and 
there is certainly no doubt in the mind of 
any one who has watched the proceedings of 
the County Board for some years, that Pxnto- 
tat is the evil genius who has done more to 
suggest, encourage, and formulate the jobs 
for seizing upon the public moneys than all 
the others combined. He appears to have a 
peculiar talent for jobbery, backed up by the 
most sublime indifference to public opinion 
and utter imperviousness to criticism, and 
his name has figured conspicuously in every 
scheme of public plunder in which corrupt 
influences have been suspected. Nothing 
has been too small for Peniouat’s desires and 
nothing so great as to paralyze his powers. 
He has busied himself along the whole 
line of contracts from “‘ rotten beans” te 
the building of the Court-House. At times 
he seems to have been the County Board it- 
self. He does not even appear to have been 
bound by the old doctrine that there is honor 
among rogues, for the evidence points to the 
belief that he took money and notes of hand 
from various people competing for the same 
contract, acting under the policy that every 
man enjoying official patronage must pay him 
tribute. It would seem that he ovcupied the 
same position relative to the County Board as 
that of Jorox to the St. Louis Whisky-Ring 
or Jaxe Rxnu to the Chicago Whisky-Ring, — 
whipping in everybody and coercing official 
iniquity in order to increase his share of the 
spoils. It will be as valuable to the county 
to destroy this man's power as it will be to 
the city to drive Col vm out of the Mayor's 
office. If it can be done by indicting and 
punishing him, it will also be a aalutary warn- 
ing to future Pero ats. 

If the Grand Jury fails to procure sufficient 
evidence to warrant the indictment of the 
men who have been chiefly engaged in the 
county jobs at the expense of the people, we 
have no doubt that its’ report will fully con- 
firm the public suspicion of the corruption, 
and will lead the voters of Cook County to 
elect a en to the County Board who 
will drive of the fellows like PENIOLAT. The 
first opportunity for beginning the reform 
will be at the election of the coming fall, 
when five new members of the Board are to 
be selected. The introduction of five men of 
such conspicuous excellence in ability and 
character as to command public confidence 
will of itself reform the Board. The cor- 
ruptionists who may be left over will not then 
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to expect a genuine reform from this change, 
if it shall be made, notwithstanding the doubts 
expressed by Mr. 8, G. Cox, who failed to 
convince his own party in Congress of the 
danger to be apprehended from the transfor. 
The employment in the Indian service of a 
large number of unemployed army officers, 
who are maintained on the frontiers in any 
case, ought to make a decided saving of 
itself, There will be a saving, in addition to 
this, of the cost incident to the dilatory pol- 
icy of the Indian service under the manage- 
ment of civilians, and the opportunity will 
be afforded of breaking away from the vul- 
tures who have lived and fattened on Indian 
contracts. The country will be seriously dis- 
appointed, too, if the army officers as a class 
shall not develop a higher order of official 
responsibility and personal integrity than has 
been the rule under the management of the 
Indian service heretofore. 
A FRENCH BING. a 

Misery loves company. It may therefore 
be some consolation for us to be assured that 
weare not the only people afflicted with 
rings. Even Paris, which swarms with in- 
spectors and detectives, has these parasites 
upon its municipal institutions, as is shown 
by a case now pending in the French courts, 
The evidence in this case establishes the fact 
of the existence of a ring of over fifty men 
in the service of the city, engaged in 
the Halles, or Central Market of the 
city, who have conspired to defraud 
the municipality of the octroi duties. The 
conspirators are divided into three classes, — 
those who assess the tax, the clerks of the 
market, and the dealers in poultry who con- 
spired with them. The Assessors, who are 
under the Prefecture of the Seine, are re- 
quired to receive the statements of country- 
men who bring in the poultry, examine it, 
and then assess the tax, and it was found 
that they had been engaged in taking the 
declarations without verifying them, as was 
done in some of our whisky cases,—the deal- 
ers paying them with gifts and presents. 
The American Register gives the following 
account of the organization of this branch of 
the market, service which is requisite to a 
proper understanding of the conspiracy : 

In 1804 the market for the wholesale trade in poultry 
and game was established upon the Quai des Grands- 
Augustins, then known as the Quai de la Vallee, 
whence the name of La Vallee Market. In 1866, after 
the completion of the Halles, the sale of poultry was 
transferred there, to Pavilion No, 4. The old rules and 
organization were there maintained, The regulations 
forming the base of those still in force were made on 
the 13th of March, 1804, or 22 Ventose, An XII., in the 
language of the time, and were issued by the Prefect 
of Police, approved by the Minister of the Interior 
Under these regulations the octroi tax was not put on 
at the gate of entry, but in the market, and, in order 
to guard against loss, a regular service was organized, 
It consists of eight perceptors of the duties and eight- 
een selling clerks appointed by the Prefect of Police. 
Formerly, both were required to give bonds when tak- 
ing these posts, but now the clerks are exempt from 
this demand. Before the latter begin their sales, it is 
the duty of the perceptors to examine the stock, to see 
it weighed if there can be any doubt about the declara- 
tions, and to assess the tax demanded by the city, with 


an additional percentage for the support of this ser- 
vice. At the La Valles Market an ad valorem duty 


was always imposed. The selling clerks turn over the 
entire sum received by them during the sales to the 
cashier of the poultry division of the market, 
and, after the tax and commissions have been 
deducted, the rest is paid over to the vendor. 

From this it is apparent that the Assessors 
and clerks must be in collasion with the 
seller in order to share the profits and per- 
petuate the fraud, and that these three 
classes make a very complete ring. Their 
operations were so successful in 1875 that 
they sold within a given time $65,300 worth 
of poultry, while the declared sum was only 
$40,000, leaving a difference of over $25,000 
upon which the octroi duties had not been 
paid. Thisis only one fraud occurring in a 
given time, and perpetrated by a few dealers. 
The corruption runs back several years, and 
the investigation bids fair to open up 
new leads of corruption in other direc- 
tions. It is the opinion of the 
American Register that the French have a 
frand apon their hands which will quite 
equal our own in crooked whisky, and that 
the Parisian ring is quite as large and power- 
ful as any of those which have been exposed 
as American. We have no special reason to 
congratulate the Parisians, except from the 
fact that misery loves company, and from our 
own pleasure in the conviction that rings are 
not ‘‘ native and to the manner born.” It has 
been a quite prevalent opinion that rings for 
defrauding the revenue were peculiarly Amer- 
ican instituti@hs. It is cheering to note, 
however, that, while our rings may be more 
audacious and colossal in proportion, we 
have not a monopoly of them. 


PRIMARY ELECTION SYSTEM. 

The recent Republican _City Convention 
passed, by a very decided vote, a resolution 
advising an abandonment of the system of 
nominations and the election of delegates by 
primary meetings. The Democratic party 
had previously adopted a resolution to the 
same effect. Neither party, however, has 
suggested any other plan as a substitute. 
The corruptions and dishonesty of the pri- 
mary-meeting system are confessed, but the 
wit of men has not yet discovered a practical 
substitute therefor. * 

Several expedients have been resorted to as 
substitutes for primary meetings, but all have 
proved abortive. The most successful of 
these was what was called the Crawford 
County plan,” invented, we believe, by Mr. 
Bucxatzw, of Pennsylvania, and taking its 
name from the fact that it was first put in 
operation in Crawford County, in that State. 
This plan was in the voting for candidates di- 
rectly by the people, instead of nominating 
them by conventions. This plan, however, 
has been universally abandoned, because it 
does not meet the great evil of the primary 
meetings, which is, the stuffing of the ballot- 
boxes, fraudulent voting, and voting by per- 
sons not belonging to the party, and hired for 
the purpose by opposing factions. These 
were as practicable under the Crawford 
County plan as in any other. . 

There can be no question that the theory 
of the primary-meeting system is the correct 
one. It brings the selection ef candidates 
directly to the people. Where it is not possi- 
ble for the whole people to meet at one place 
and at one time to select candidates, the pri- 
mary meeting offers to the people of each lo- 
cality the means of selecting delegates to 
meet other delegates and collectively give ex- 
pression to the wishes of the majority of 
their constituents. This is the theoretical 
primary meeting,—the one that ought to be. 
It is hardly necessary to say to Chicago read- 
ers that such a primary meeting is of rare ov- 
currence now, especially in large cities, The 
failure of the primary meetings is largely due 
to the refusal of the great body of voters 


ment exclusively inte the hands of the eandi- 
dates, and often into the hands of unscrupu- 
lous men, whose standard of morality is meas- 
ured only by success, The contest for nam- 
inations is therefore too often remanded to a 
class of persons whose names would never be 


presented 
| party ettended the mestings. Advantage is 
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thus taken, and the primary meeting degen- 
erates into a scramble between factions which 
resort to the most disgraceful and fraudulent 
devices to secure success, Thus it is that 
candidates and delegates, representing but a 
faction of the more disreputable class, are 
forced upon the people, and manage and get 
absolute control of the machinery of politics. 
Under the circumstances, the primary sys 
tem becomes perverted; it defeats instead 
of executing the public will; it fills the pub- 
lic service with scoundrels, thieves, loafers, 
and incompetent mon; makes peculation and 
frand of common occurrence; and it de- 
moralizes public sentiment. One of its most 
dangerous results is that the primary meet- 
inga become schools of practice for corrup- 
tion, ballot-box stuffing, repeating, and false 
returns in. the regular elections, and that 
they offer a pecuniary reward to the whole 
class of criminals, who are ready at any time 
to enter into a contract to nominate or elect 
any person who will pay for the work. 
There are two remedies for this condition 
of things: (1) To purify the system, and (2) 
the union of all honest people to defe 
the polls the election of improper pe 
nominated ‘by dishonest means. Obviotély, 
the first of these is the better plan. The Re- 
publican party has a club organization in 
every ward in the city. There is no more 
useful feature of an organization than a 
knowledge of the names and residences of all 
the voters in every precinct of every ward. 
This is almost indispensable to any 
thorough, intelligent action. The Republi- 
can Club of each ward should have a 
full record of all the voters, Democratic as 
well as Republican; thege should be record- 
ed, and the registration thus made should ab- 
solutely govern the right of suffrage at the 
Republican primary meetings. No person 
unwilling to register himself on the books of 
the ward club as a Republican should be 
allowed to vote at aRepublican primary meet- 
ing; and to protect the registration from 
fraud by colonization, or by sudden inroads 
of men from other wards to vote at the pri- 
maries, this registration should be closed 
some weeks before the meetings. It is an 
easy matter for these clubs to canvass the 
wards by blocks and ascertain the names 
and residences of the whole number of voters, 
and their general politics ; and this informa- 
tion, while furnishing a complete defense 
against false voting at the primaries, will also 
serve as acheck upon and the means of de- 
tecting stuffing the boxes, or false returns at 
the regular elections. As we said in the be- 
ginning, the primary system rests upon the 
only true principle by which the popular 
choice of candidates can be made. The evil 
is in the perversions and abuses of that sys- 
tem, and the non-participation of the people 
therein, not only rendering fraud possible, 
but inviting it by the immunity offered. The 
remedy therefore is not in the abolition of the 
system, but in its purification and by pre- 
ventive regulations. 


Chicago is frequently advertised to the 
nation in a manner scarcely calculated to re- 
flect credit on the community, though serv- 
ing all the same to fasten public attention 
upon this marvelous city. We have become 
as conspicuous through our calamities as our 
good fortune. Mr. -Barnngy CavLFI£Lp 
threatens to be one of these. The peculiar 
unfairness and capacity to blunder which he 
has exhibited since he went to Congress have 
given him an unenviable sort of prominence, 
which Chicago must, perforce, share with 
him. He began his career of misrepresent- 
ing this city by appearing on the floor of 
Congress as an apologist for Bzw HIL and 
the fire-eating Confederate sentiment in the 
Democratic Congress. This was peculiarly 
aggravating in view of the fact that Chicago 
was as loyal a city as there was in 
the War, and probably contributed as 
largely as any other to the successful 
prosecution of the War. As long as Cavt- 
FIELD was content to stand by the Confeder- 
ates in Congress, the Democrats stood by 
him; but when, as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Department of 
Justice, Caunrrenp began to blunder, the 
Democrats lost confidence, and have now 
robbed him of his opportunity. They ‘have 
taken from his committee the investigation of 
the allegations against Secretary Braistow,and 
turned the matter over to the Committee on 
Ways and Means. Congress has also notified 
Mr. Cabin that he mast henceforth con- 
duct his other investigations publicly. His 
colleagues are evidently disgusted with the 
failure in the Presidential sensation which 
Cabrio had promised them, and are also

THE CHURCH AND THE STAGE 


The old conflict between the Church and the 
Theatre has broken out again,—this time in En- 
gland, and in a very singular manner. Cardinai 
Mannina having learned that TrEnnyson’s 
**Qneen Mary” had been prepared for the stage, 
and knowing that it contained several severe 
anti-Catholic passages, at once launched a 
thunderbolt atthe stage—a brutum fulmen, how- 
ever, as in the preparation of the Poet-Laureate’s 
play for the stage all the objectionable passages 


had been carefully expunged. The Cardinal did 


not stop to inform himself upon this point, but 
at a temperance meeting in Exeter Hall he very 
intemperately denounced all establishments for 
theatrical representation, from the costly 
theatre of the rich to the penny gaff of the 
“ as “one vast scale of corruption,” and 
warned his hearers, never on any account to 
set foot in them,”—all of which is, of course, 
only whistling down the wind, and is proof that 
the Cardinal, although Me may de very 
learned and very religious. is alse very im- 
practical and very bigoted, and has placed 
himself in the same category with the most rigid 
and straight-laced members of the Puritanical 
sects. The Cardinal’s sweeping denunciation, 
however, was not allowedto pass unnoticed. 
Two popular tragedians, both well versed in the 
literatare andin the business of their profes- 
sions, have replied to the Cardinal. Mr. Banp- 
mans, the German actor, whois well known in 
this country ae ap accomplished scholar as well 
as actor, took issue with the Cardinal, upon the 
that the Roman Catholic religion is « 
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Mr. Invina strikes at the very foundation of 
the matter when he recommends to the Charch 
to denounce the evils and not the good things of 
the stage, and he might have made his point 
still stronger by advising the religious people to 
purify the theatre by patronizing it, A manager 
caters to suit the taste of his patrons. If the 
theatre is left to the patronage of the vulgar and 
the depraved, the tone of the performances will 
be lowered to suit that class, or the manager 
must close his doors. If, on the other hand, he 
bas a respectable audience, that audience will not 


\\ tolerate vuigarity. 


Mr. Banpmaxn’s statement that the Roman 
Catholic religion not only toleratee but supports 
and encourages dramatic art, is partly correct 
and partly incorrect. It is a well-estab- 
lished fact that the modern drama 
was born under the euspices of that Church, 
and that che opera also took ite rise under 
its influences. The Miracle plays of to-day are 
the legitimate descendants of the Mysteries’ 
of early times. Priests and monks, and even 
Bishops and Cardinals, have written plays for 
the stage. In Italy the Church recognized the 
stage when restrained by its censorship. Loon 
XIV. advised the Archbishop of Paris to allow 
Molin to be buried in consecrated ground, 
in the interests of the Church, apd the Arch- 


} bishop consented on those grounds. The old 


Popes took a very prominent part in the estab- 
lishment of opera, and under the Papal Govern- 
ment an opera-house was kept open iu Rome 
itself. All these facts show a decided leaning 
of the Romish Church toward the drama ana 
the opera; but there are some facts which are 
equally forcible on the other side of the ques- 
tion, and the Pall Mall Budget recalls some 
very interesting historical events bearing upon 
it. Two hundred years ago, actors in 
France were treated as Pagans or excommuni- 
cated Christians. For a long time the Church 

bad the power to stop the prodaction of any 
piece on the stage. Since the theatre, however, 
‘escaped from the clutches of the Church, the 
two have not been on good terms. Rosimonp, 
the actor and author, brought out a new version 
of the Festin de Pierre” on the stage. and also 
wrote the Lives of the Saints for Every Day 
in the Year,” but his holy book did not save him 
from beiug doomed to destruction and buried 
without priest or prayer for wri:ing the play. 
ADRIENNE LECOUVREUR was denied the ordinary 
funeral rites. So was Mile. Ravcour, the 
famous acti ess, although a special appeal was 
made for her to the Archbishop of Paris. When 
the Duke pe Berri was stabbed on the thresh- 
old of the Opera aud taken back into the 
building to die, aud was about to receive the 
sacrament, the Archbishop stipulated that 
the edifice should never again be used 
for spectacular purposes, and in fact 
should be entirely demolished, which was done. 
The Church in reality occupies the anomalous 
position of being an opponent of the drama, and 
yet the drama flourishes best in Catholic coun- 
tries. It denounces the theatre, aud yet has eu- 
couraged and supported it. A Cardinal sweep- 
ingly denounces all theatres as hotbeds of cor- 

ruption, and yet priests and seminariats, as Mr. 

BaNDMANN says, atteod them without commit- 

ting any breach of discipline. One Cardinal as- 

sails the theatre, and another writes plays for it. 

A Cardinal attacks every form of dramatic repre- 

sentation, and a Pope subsidizes the opera. But, 

waiving both sides of this interesting question, 

the strongest argument against the Cardinal's 
denunciation is ite impotence. , Other church 
dignitaries before Cardinal Mannina have de- 
vounced the theatre, aud it still exists as 
flourishing as ever. Otber dignitaries after 
MANNING will denounce it, but it will keep on 
flourishing. No discussion upon his view of the 

question will be of any value, because his view is 
thoroughly impractical. :

Saddest of all the late revelations of the trans- 

formation of public charitable institutions into 
institutions of diabolical torture, are the facts 
brought out relative tothe mismanagement of the 
Government Asylum for the Insane at Washing- 
ton. By the testimony of one of the attend- 
ante it appears that a considerable proportion of 
the demented patients were regularly consigr +d 
to foul cells, without furniture or fire, and with 
only a bundle of straw to sleep upon, which 
was only renewed when it became so fetid that 
it had to be carted away. The food was insuf- 
ficient of course, and there was practically no 
medical attendance, the unhappy lunatics being 
left half-starved in these filthy cages until they 
were covered with vermin, their clothes rotted 
off, and their bones wore through the flesh. 
Thus it was that Gen. C. O. Loomis, ef 
the famous Loomis Battery, of Michigan, died 
there. Other equally revolting cruelties have 
been disclosed, too sickening for publication. It 
will, of course, all be exposed, and amidss the 
usual spluttering indignation the officials respon- 
sible will be removed. Then they will besucceed- 
ed by others appointed on the spoils system be- 
cause of their political influence, and the proba- 
bilities are that ia slightly modified form the 
cruelty and aegiect will obtain as before. The 
only conceivable motive for the diabolical cruel- 
ties practiced there is that they paid. The 
moneys appropriated for the care and mainten- 
ance of the patients were stolen by somebody 
wbo was appointed to manage the matitution on 
the spoils system, and were by him or them ap- 
propriated as his or their reward for ; 
services. Their successors, appointed the 
same system, will disappoint ail reasonable ex- 
pectations if they fail to do the like. Their ap- 
pointment will be that they may realize their 
share of the spoils, which thus they can do, and 
may be expected to do, though they may manage 
to escape detection. And yet it ia only vision- 
ary docirinatres who are opposed to the speils 
system and propose to set up instead as the sole 
qualification for appointment fitness and integ- 
rity, which would destroy the machine nuisance 
in our politics.

A telegram from Milwaukee states that two or three 
of the cargoes loaded into vessels at that port at the 
beginning of winter are being unloaded back into 
store because they cannot be sold afloat, at Ie less than 
the cost of loading at present prices. The grain can 
be sold for May delivery, to satisfy option sales, but 
the demand for wheat te send to consumers is very 
small, unless it be for the low grades, The same rule 
seems to obtain here. 

It seems difficult to reconcile the fact of large stocks 
of wheat and flour in Great Britain with the readiness 
exhibited in taking supplies from thie side of the At- 
lantic, unless we regard it as probable that English 
dealers in breadstuffs are far more sensitive to the 
possibilities of foreign complications than is apparent 
on the surface. A Husslan complication on the Indian 
question, which may occur sat any moment, 
might be equally disastrous as a war with 
the United States in regard to the cutting 
off of supplies, and it may thus be regarded as sale 
to carry iarge stocks of breadstuffs where, but for the 
fear of war troubles, such a policy would be voted to 
be suicidal. But it is also stated that there is a rather 
large deficiency in the breadth of land seeded te win- 
ter wheat in the United Kingdom, and the spring 
wheat cannot be depended upon in that country to 
yield a good crop. This fact probably gives more con- 
fidence to holders, 

The leading produce markets were somewhat less 
active on Saturday, with less extensive fluctuations in 
prices,—the range in breadstuffs being small, and in 
provisions less than the day previous. The westher 
was fine and more settled, and the crop prospects 
fair, while the news from the Straits stated that there 
is open water over such large areas that a good many 
operators here saw reason to think the opening of 
lake navigation will not be later than the average. 

There was an active dry-goods market, sales to the 
local retailers, as well as to the interior trade, being 
on a generous scale, Interior mexchants are not 
„Stocking up as heavily as in some former seasons, 
but they are operating with less reserve than in the 
recent past and our jobbers report a satisfactory busi- 
ness in progress. Aside from prints, prices of which 
are still in an unsettled state, the market preserves a 
steady tone, Groceries were fairly active and were 
generally firm. The only notable exception was cof- 
fee, which eased off. Me. Rice was firm at e ad- 
vance. Anadvance of ten N. O. sugar was also 
established. In the dried fruit market the only change 
of note an improvement of 30 per box in layer 
raisins—naw quoted at 52.65 2.90. Prunes, currants, 
apples, peaches, and blackberries remain very firm 
Fish were in fair demand at former quotations. Prices 
of teas, tobacco, bagging, leather, coal, and wood re- 
main as before, There was more lifein the oil mar- 
ket, the fine weather of the past few days having called 
out an increased demand, both from the local and 
country trade. 

There were no new features in lumber._ Trade con- 
tinues only fair, and prices are irregular owing to the 
increasing arrival by lake. Iron and nails were quot- 
ed firm at the recent changes, and in fair demand, the 
trade being stimulated to some extent by fears that 
other advances will be made by manufacturers. The 
wool, hop, and broom-corn markets were rather quiet, 
and unchanged as regards prices. Seeds were quiet, 
and those varieties which will soon be out of 
were rather weak, though the offerings were si 
and generally held at full recent figures. Poultry and 
eggs were steady, the latter being about Ne lower than 
on Friday. 

The daily dispatches from the North indicate that 
the ice in the Straits is rapidlygiving way, though 
vessel men are so indifferent about the Straits opening 
early, that they appear disposed to. give emphasis te 
the solid ice” part of the dispatch whenever any 
mention of iceis made. Saturday clear water was ob- 
served in the north passage east of the Mackinaw 
docks, and an open stretch of three miles westward 
from Old Mackinaw, but beyond solid ice te Wauge- 
shan ea,

The report shows a decrease during the month of 
March, 1876, of 50,436,000 ft. of pine lumber, and of 
10,023 m shingles. Since Jan, 1, the stock of lum- 
ber proper has decreased 128,912,632 ft., and of shin- 
gles 29,250 m. The stock of lumber alone is over 
12,500,000 ft. larger than it was on April 1, 1875. This 
excess is smaller than most dealers had calculated on, 
and probably consists mostly of the upper grades in- 
stead of common, The water receipts during April 
have been much larger than in former seasons, but 
trade has improved, and it is doubtful if the supply 
has increased materially. 

In this connection it is noted that the number of 
yards has been reduced from 110 at the beginning of 
the year to 103 on April 1, and « further reduction in 
the number is probable. Several firms here having 
more than one yard have united them since January, 
and a number of dealers have retired from the busi- 
ness for various reasons,

THE NEW CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
SATISFACTORY PROGRESS. 

The block bounded by Adama, Clark, Jackson, and 
Dearborn streets just now presents a scene of annima- 
tion, and shows that the new United States Building 
in this city is progressing. Yesterday afternoon a 
TRIpunE reporter went on as tour of observation 
through the precincts of the coming Custom-House and 
Post-Office. After leaving Supt. Burling’s office, and 
being given into the hands of the Master Machinist, 
Mr. Milo M. Walbridge, the reporter found himself 
winding through labyrinths of brick, stone, and mor- 
tar, everything apparently being in confusion, yet the 
work was going on with remarkable rapidity. The 
south portico was looked at, and the black and patched 
roofing-stones which caused so much investigation 
were criticised once more, 

The stone and brick work of the first story have 
been completed, and the second story commenced. 
The half of the west front of the first story has been 
finished since the 20th of March last. 

A large amount of brick is being laid. There are 
from forty-five to forty-eight bricklayers at work each 
day, and they put in place 40,000 bricks daily. This 
large number of bricks does not show much on so 
large a building. Yet when it is taken into considera- 
tion that 8 „000 bricks will build a two-story and base- 
ment bouse 25 feet front by 50 feet deep. the laying of 
40,000 bricks a day is no small job after all.

We 
heard a great deai about bard times and the 
pressure of our taxes, but it was not remember- 
ed that nine-tenths of our taxes were paid to re- 
pair the mischief done by the use of stron 
drink. The United States loss $3,000,000, 
every year through the use of intoxicants, which, 
contemplated in conjunction with the thousands 
of families who were yearly ruined, was «a 
frightfal condition of affairs. It was gratifying, 
however, to potice that God was stirring the 
Church, and sendiog out an army to rescue the 
poor drunkards. They should enter heartily in- 
to this work, which demanded patient, persist- 
ent, constant effort, and God would biess their 
labor. An infinityof praying, writing, thinking, 
aod talking had to be done before any result was 
obtained, bat this should not discourage them ; 
in the end they would conquer, and bumanity 
would be the better forthe victory.

Mr. John V. Farwell remarked that there was 
no permanent cure for drunkards but through 
thé saving power of the Gospel, and he wiebed 
the audience to bear in mind that the work of 
the Woman's Temperance Union was based on 
that truth. 

THE REV. ARTHUR MIICHELEL 
evened the topic ‘‘ Young Men: What More Can 
We Do for Them? His first answer to that 
inquiry was, by the Church gaining a deeper sense 
of the importance of young men, and of siming 
specially at their conversion and Christian 
iraiping, they would do more for them at present. 
The Book of Proverbs was intended especially 
for young men, which was sufficient proof of 
the estimation in which they were held by God. 
Another thing revealed the importance 
of young men to the Church of this 
city, and that was their vast numbers. Agaio, 
all the interests of the Church and socieiy ina 
few years were to be transferred to the young 
men, and this fact should be enough to inepire 
them to greater efforts in the instruction of 
youth.

MOODY AND SANKEY. 
EITHERIO UNPUBLISHED Amorn 
New Yort World.

How Mr. Moody and Mr. Sankey, who live well 
and are well attired, subsist without the contri- 
butions of money which are offered to them in- 
variably in vain, is a question that puzzles a good 
many people. Ever since they began in the West 
their work, which was afterwards extended into 
England. Scotland. and Ireland, they have sturd- 
ily declined payment. They receive considerable 
profite on the sales F their hyma-books, bat 
Mr. Moody will have nothing te do with such 
moneys, except to use them for poor churches, 
and Sunday-schoole, and ether charitable pur- 
poses. He sever keeps a cent, nor, it is said, 
does Mr. Sankey. How, then, do the preacher 
and the singer, neither of whom bas avy private 
fortane, pay their way ? 

Mr. Moody's startling success in Chicago was 
illustrated by the conversion and the friendship 
ef many of the richest citizens. Among his 
best friends was John V. Farwell, the great dry- 
goods merchaut of the Northwest, to whom, 
while he was accumolatiog his estate, the late 
Mr. Stewart extended credits. Mr. Farwell said 
to Mr. Moody at the conclusion of his labors 
there: Moody. I know you want to go out 
aud preach. You ought to. Go ahead, and 1 U 
see that you have the means.“ Mr. Farwell and 
several otber wealthy geutlemen speedily ar- 
ranged for the necessary incéme, and have ever 
since maintained it. This is why Moody and 
Sankey are able to decline to take toll for them- 
selves along the way.

An opulent and stubborn Chicago merchant, 
who became one of the snbecribers, declinea for 
a long while to be converted. Mr. Moody was so 
persistent that, although the merchant liked him 
for some traits, he resented what he felt to be a 
persecution. It was not, is not, and probably 
never will be entirely agreeabie to a man to be 
pursued by the best-meaning evangelist into his 
office and his dwelling, and urged, vehemently, 
to cave his soul.” At last the merchant said 
with capdor: ‘‘ Moody, if vou ever speak to me 
again o. the subject of religion, by God, I'll 
horsewhbip you, even if it’s on the public street.

Crossing 
the briage, they went their different ways wita- 
out the horsewhipping. A few days later Mr.

He was 
anticipated by the merchant, who drew him 
aside, and together they sat on a dry-goods box. 
„Now, look bere, Moody,” said the merchant, 
„hat you said to me the other day there by the 
bridge, that I ‘had a Savior who loved me and 
@ soul to save,’ made a profound impression on 
me. I want you to talk tome.” The revivalist 
seized the opportunity so long coveted, and soon 
the two men were on their knees together, in 
business hours, in the merehant’s private office, 
turning it into a place of prayer and tears.

The Church of England i making errange- 
ments to send a missionary expedition to Lake 
Nyassa, similar to the Scottish mission expe- 
dition now atthe lake. A boat for the naviga- 
tion of the lake is partly built, and a modical 
missionary and. some mechanics have been en- 
gaged. The entire amount of money needed for 
the expedition has not yet been subscribed. 


The Philadelphia Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, upon the last — of ite ges- 
sion, April 6, passed a series of resolutions upon 
the observance of the Sabbath. In these the 
Conference expressed its 1 of the Sunday 
closing of the Centennial Exhibition, and con- 
demned the Sunday exhibitions of the Philadel - 

hia Zoological Gardens and the ruoning of 
unday excursion trains to the Oentenntal 
grounds. 


The Centennial is to have a newspaper exhibi- 
tion, in which will be displayed antique journals 
aod other curiosities of newspaper literature. 
Parties in poesession of ancient papers and 
curiosities in this line are requested to transmit 
the same, if agreeable, without delay, to the 
Newspaper Exhibition, Ledger Building, 110 
South Sixth street, Philadelphia. Copies of the 
Presbyterian Banner, of Pittsburgh, last year's 
Interior, Chicago, and the Old School Presby- 
terian, St. Louis, have been mailed.— Alliance. 


The Rev. Dr. Harriman, in his call for help in 
aid of the Society for the increase of the Minis 
try, states that the increase of ministers in the 
Protestant Episcopal Ch ll from 10 per 
centum a year from 1830 to 6 per centum 
a year in the decade 1850 to 1860; from 1860 to 
1871 the annua! increase of clergy came down to 
4 per centum, and now in 1876 it has fallen off 
to 2 per centum. He thinks that the cause of 
this decline is because the people of his church 
do not understand and follow tne true method of 
supplying the proper means of education, or 
because they have not directly helped the can- 
didate, a want which he invites them to meet. 


The New England Annual M. E. Conference 
met at Lowell, Mass., April 6. Resolations were 
passed requesting the General Conference to 80 
alter the k of Discipline 6 te allow each 
annual Conference to determine the number of 
Presiding Elders’ districts; that each annual 
Conference be permitted to determine the num- 
ber of visits every year to be made by the Pre- 
siding Elders to each charge; and that each an- 
nual Conference be allowedzto elect its Presid- 
ing Elders, leaving them in the hands of the 
Bishop presiding at the Conference for assign- 
ment to districts, unless the imperative demands 
of the charge reqaired that he be appointed io 
some otber work. 


According to the direction of the General 
Conference of the Congregational Churches of 
Condecticut, which met at Norwalk last Novem- 
ber, a circular to the churches ef the State has 
been prepared containing recommendations for 
the celevration of the National Centennial. The 
circular advises that Sunday, July 9, be set apart 
as a day for special — - and for the de- 
very of historical sermons. Each sermon, to- 

ether with a programme of the exercises of the 
— is to be sent to the church auualist for 
preservation. A thank offering is to be taken in 
the churches upon this day, te be used in the 
building of a Meworial-Hall for the use of the 
General Conference. Upon the meeting of the 
General Conference, two historical addresses 
are to be delivered, one upon the relations of 
the Congregational churcbes of Connecticut to 
the State, education, and social reform, in the 
time preceding the Declaration of Independ- 
ence ; the other, their relations in the time sub- 
sequent to 1776. 


A letter from Alexandria, Va., to the New 
York Xzpress says that Christ Church, in the 
former city, is one of the oldest im the country, 
baving been built in 1700 and something of 
brick brought from England. The grounds are 
surrounded by a brick wall 4 feet high, on the 
top of which is a picket fence, and the gates are 
barred and locked with large iron padlocks, It 
has an old-style gallery, in imitation white oak, 
on three sides. No two of the cushions are of 
the same color or muterial. The Washington 
pew—the only double one—is on the left band 
aisle, about the middle of the church; and Gen. 
Lees is in the body of the church about half 
way up. On the left of the chancel is a white 
marble tablet with a cross and crown, and under- 
neath, In memory of George Washington ;” 
and on the right of the chancel a similar tablet 
with cross crown, and inscription, “in mem- 
ory of Robert Edward Lee.” Washington was 
elevated a vestryman in 1763. He served till his 
death. Gen. Lee was also a member and con- 
stant attendant till be died. —
